It  will  be  noted  that 
there  is  also  some  variation  in  the  first  year  reported.    In  some  cases  data  were  not  available  for 
1947"48,  consequently  the  figures  for  the  nearest  available  year  were  used  to  show,  insofar  as 
possible,  the  long-time  trend  within  the  State.   The  divisional  totals  are  for  the  year  1958-59. 

Breed  distribution  data  for  the  past  18  years  for  all  reporting  States  are  summarized  on  page  4. 
The  most  significant  data  seem  to  be  the  continuation  of  the  increase  in  the  percentage  of  birds  in 
crossmated  flocks.   This  trend  is  largely  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  crossmated  flocks 
for  broiler  production.
